ACTUALLUERMAN SPY 


Came and Went At Fort in New 


York Harbor — Other In- 


trigue Plots Discovered 


New York, Dec. 5. — Although he 


was a German subject. Kric Hookert, 
a butcher boy, possessed 
an 
air of 


such profound stupidity that he was 
permitted to call dally at Fort Totten 
in his rounds. Today he was interned 
on Kilis Island after urmy intelligence 
otncers discovered after a search of 
his quarters that he had important 
papers among his effects and that he 
was an expert telegrapher and map 
maker.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 5. — Im- 


mediate action to effect national uni- 
fication of the railroads, either by gov- 
ernment operation or by suspension 
for tho war of anti-trust and anti- 
pooling laws, a federal loan, and regu- 
lation of securities issued to permit 
more effective voluntary co-operation 
was recommended today by the inter- 
state commerce commission iil a spe- 
cial report to congress. Neither plan 
was specifically endorsed, but an im- 
plication that the majority believed 
the railroads might successfully work 
out their unification prompted Com- 
missioner McChord to submit a sep- 
arate report ernphaticaly urging gov- 
ernment control and saying, "the 
strong arm of government authority 
Is essential if tho transportation situ- 
aUon Is to be radically improved."
